Nokoping, Sweden, Sept. 14, 1914. 
W ar, war, war! Talk of war on the streets; war 
prices in hotels and stores; a sack of flour and some dried 
meat and potatoes stored in almost every home, not to be 
touched till the feared day comes, when there will be no 
food for sale. Soldiers everywhere. Reservists whose uni­ 
forms are worn out, with nothing hut a gray hand around 
the left sleeve to distinguish them from civilians. 
Such is Sweden today. 
When I arrive in a new place I must go to the police 
headquarters and register before I can get a night’s lodg- 
ing. 
Every day before noon I must report to the police. 
If I leave the town I must report; when I return I must re­ 
port. 
Sweden has-been so full of Russian spies that the 
government is taking drastic measures to run them down. 
It usually takes one hour to go by boat from Copen­ 
hagen to Malmo. * Now the sound is so full of mines, be­ 
tween whicji the steamer winds its way, that it takes nearly 
three hours to cross.
